Activists occupy Hayes 
Valley Farm to keep 
developers out. 


ith a gender-neutral identifica- 
tion here and atree platform 
there, a group of Occupiers has 


moved into the tract of land formerly known 
as Hayes Valley Farm and renamed it Gezi 
Gardens, in solidarity with recent Turkish 
protests. The farm moved out of the space 
on June 1, in accordance with an interim- 
use agreement with the city of San Fran- 
cisco, because half of the block-wide tract is 
being sold to developers to make way fora 
$42 million, 185-unit mixed-use develop- 
ment. The Occupiers moved into the 2.2- 
acre parcel shortly thereafter in a bid to 
prevent said development. 





The activists held a community meeting 
on June 4 to kick around ideas and get input 
from the neighbors. Of the 25 or so people 
clustered around rickety wooden benches 
and tattered leather sofas under eucalyptus 
trees, about a third were from the neighbor- 
hood. But the largest part of the group was 
made up of protesters and stragglers who’d 
been attracted by what the development 
could mean. Many had drifted in from other 
Occupy movements around the country, in- 


cluding Occupy the Farm in Albany. A weath- 
ered man who called himself Diamond Dave 


said that he’d hitchhiked in 1963 on the 


space’s former incarnation as the Central 


Freeway on-ramp, and never thought he’d be 


sitting there 50 years later, building commu- 


nity. “We can do more together than any of us 


can do on our own,” he says. 


But for all the discussion, and for all the ef- 


forts the group has been making in the space 
since it moved in — including re-planting 


vegetables and creating water cachments — it 


was unclear what the best possible outcome 
should be. There was feeble talk of getting a 


fund together to buy it back from developers 
Avalon Bay Communities and Build Inc., who 
are in escrow to buy the parcel for about $9 
million from the city of San Francisco. There 
was talk of setting up residence in newly con- 
structed tree platforms. There was talk of 
persuading prominent community members 
and politicians to speak out. But very few tan- 
gible action items were drawn. 

On June 7, the SFPD served the activists 
with an eviction notice on the grounds that 
they were trespassing on private property, a 
misdemeanor. 

For their part, the founders of Hayes Val- 
ley Farm have moved on and have no com- 
ment on the current occupiers of the space. 
Hayes Valley Farm spokesperson Angela 
Goebel says that the group of volunteers who 
originally founded the farm has not dis- 
banded. “Though [the physical Hayes Valley 
Farm] part of the project is concluded, we do 
see our work continuing through these leg- 
acy projects in San Francisco, and continue to 
advocate for interim-use projects,” she says.

(his words). 

If the timing seems crass or 
opportunistic, it’s not: Boen first put out 
web-based instructions on how to build 
LEGO guns, brick by brick, more than a 
decade ago. The Internet went nuts, with 
8,000 hits a day to a site that previously 
had a few dozen, and it wasn’t long before 
Boen was approached by a publisher to go 
for a book. He began the laborious process 
of producing detailed LEGO-manual 
worthy illustrations way back in 2011, he 
tells SF Weekly via an e-mail interview 
conducted through an intermediary. 

BrickGuns are not just for gun nuts, he 
explains. “Most people see [the book] for 
its merits, which are incredibly accurate 


design work and attention to detail,” he 
says. As for the popularity, it “was a 
complete surprise to me” that, he says, has 
as much to do with the country’s 
persistent fascination with guns as with 
the models’ craftsmanship and attention 
to detail. 

Book publisher Bill Pollock’s No Starch 
Press has put out how-tos on LEGO guns 
before, but never before have they been 
quite so realistic — or at sucha sensitive 
time. Though these aren’t weapons, he 
stresses, any more thana 
LEGO pirate ship is a 
vessel for a budding 
buccaneer. “We have a 
saying around the office 
that this book teaches how 
to build the world’s least dangerous guns,” 
he says. “We believe there are limitless 
options for what people can build with 
LEGO bricks and The BrickGun Book is one 
example of that idea.” 

Yet if adults are going gaga over the 
LEGO guns, it stands to reason kids will, 
too. Kids, after all, have been crafting 
model LEGO guns out of multicolored 
bricks — and Lincoln Logs, and Tinker 
Toys, and anything else available — since 
the Danish toys were first sold. 

These guns are not for kids, a warning 
on the 224-page book says, or at least not 
for kids under 12. Anyone carrying their 
BrickGuns in public should be aware that 
the toys don’t have the bright orange tips 
that tell the world — and especially police 
officers — that the realistic piece in their 
hands is just a sophisticated plaything. 

Of course, these days a gun need not 
even be remotely realistic to expose its 
holder to serious risk. School officials have 
hair-triggers over clearly fake guns — such 
as the Massachusetts 6-year-old 
suspended for bringing a LEGO figure- 
sized “gun,” no larger than a quarter, onto 
a school bus, and the Washington state 
elementary students suspended for 
playing with Nerf guns at school, witha 
teacher’s permission. How will law 
enforcement or other jumpy real-gun 
owners react when seeing an “ultra- 
realistic” Beretta out on the street? In 
Canada, a BrickGun builder was reported 
to police when a neighbor spied him 
assembling a piece through a window. 

Meanwhile, international sales of the 
books have been good, especially, says 
Boen, in gun-restrictive Australia. But for 
all its success overseas, The BrickGun Book 
is purely American: It’s gonna sell, and sell 
like crazy.

San Francisco Police have ensured that Hugues de la Plaza will dwell 
eternally in bureaucratic limbo. 


n the whole, the San 
Francisco Police aren’t 
an ironic bunch. Even 
when they’re obfus- 
cating, they manage to do itina 
straightforward way. 


But, as the sixth anniversary of Hugues 
de la Plaza’s gory demise comes and goes 
this month, there is real irony to supple- 
ment the sorrow and anger over the unre- 
solved death of aman who would have been 
just 42 this week. The dual French citizen, 
readers may recall, was in June of 2007 dis- 
covered dead with three gaping stab 
wounds in his blood-spattered Hayes Valley 
apartment. The blade was never recovered; 
police theorize that de la Plaza either fas- 
tidiously cleaned it in his dying moments 
and returned it to a drawer or otherwise 
disposed of it so proficiently that it remains 
lost to this day. Buttressed by the medical 
examiner’s finding that de la Plaza’s man- 
ner of death was “undetermined,” the po- 
lice advanced the hypothesis that he died 
by his own hand. “As goofy as that case is, 
we're certain the suicide theory will pan 
out,” a high-ranking cop told SF Weekly 
back in 2009. 

That has not happened. 

And here’s where the irony comes in: The 
police have exerted a great deal of effort in 
justifying why they’ve exerted so little effort 
in resolving de la Plaza’s death. And, in do- 
ing so, they’ve engineered a situation in 
which the case, unlike the man, has been 


granted eternal life. 
— in police academy classes. Regard- 

less, the SFPD has demonstrated 
outsized ability in this field. 

The word choice used in categorizing the 
de la Plaza matter hasn’t helped advance a 
case unambiguously viewed as a murder ev- 
erywhere on planet Earth outside the Hall 
of Justice at 850 Bryant St. — and certainly 
hasn’t consoled Francois and Mireille de la 
Plaza over the death of their only child. Alas, 
there are limits to what you can accomplish 
with mere wording. 

But you can do a lot: The medical exam- 
iner’s “undetermined” ruling allowed the 
police to push forward with their “goofy” 
suicide theory — but, per a police statement, 
the department also “handles and investi- 
gates all ‘undetermined’ deaths as if they 
were homicides.” 

Since the de la Plaza case remains an 
“open investigation,” the police needn’t di- 
vulge details about what, exactly, is being in- 
vestigated. And since it’s a “homicide” — or, 
rather, categorized as tantamount to one —

the SFPD is further protected from being 
compelled to reveal details at any point in 
the future, regardless of case status. 

De la Plaza’s death did not register as an- 
other murder — let alone an unsolved mur- 
der — ina year when homicides edged to- 
ward the dreaded 100 mark. Yet the SFPD 
has indemnified itself from having to explain 
what it’s doing to solve acase its critics claim 
the department has little desire to solve. 

That’s a pretty neat trick. 

It’s an open question how long an “open 
investigation” can last. Police spokesman 
Officer Albie Esparza notes that the Zodiac 
killings are also categorized as an open 
investigation. So don’t bother making any 
requests regarding that case, either. 


rench investigators, however, didn’t 

make requests. They made demands. 

And, in 2009, a federal judge — an 
American one — sided with them. The court 
ruled that all forensic evidence in the de la 
Plaza case must be packed up and 
forwarded to Paris. And, unlike the SFPD, 
French investigators went ahead and ran 
DNA tests (presumably, their techs didn’t 
snort the evidence). 

In August 2012, Francois de la Plaza told 
us that another person’s DNA was discov- 
ered on the crushed wristwatch Hugues 
wore on the night of his death — strongly in- 
dicating a physical confrontation. Three 
years prior, French authorities determined 
the case to be “100 percent homicide” — the 
identical ruling reached in an SFPD-com- 
missioned freelance analysis by former San

Francisco medical examiner Dr. Michael Fe- 
renc. The police received Ferenc’s report in 
February of 2009, but neither the de la Pla- 
zas nor their lawyer knew about it until, 
somehow, a copy was obtained by CBS’ 48 
Hours Mystery some eight months later. 

The SFPD, in 2009, told your humble 
narrator that the manner of de la Plaza’s 
death was “undetermined” and his was “a 
suspicious death.” They told us the same in 
August of last year, and repeated that line 
this month, too. 


he French aren’t planning to send a 
: drone our way to fire missiles at 

suspected killers. Yet the spectacle of 
foreign officials coming in and yanking 
evidence away from the local police force is 
something you’d expect to befall a guns-but- 
no-shoes outfit in some backward and 
corrupt failed state — not a department 
currently funded to the tune of $528 million 
in a city touting a budget creeping toward 
$8 billion. 

But it goes deeper than that. The shame 
here is collective; this was San Francisco 
trying, and failing, to be a fully formed and 
grown-up city. 

As for when the disgrace will be 
ameliorated, that remains “undetermined.”

Last Mile 


The bike-sharing 
orogram coming to 
S.F.is almost good 
enough. 


ike sharing is coming to the 
e Bay Area, albeit in a modest 

way. If you don’t hate 
cyclists, then you’re probably glad 
that San Francisco is catching up to 
other world-class cities like Paris, 
New York, and even Chattanooga 
when it comes to this easy 
transportation option. If you’re 
happy to see a bike-share program 
come to San Francisco, though, 
there’s at least one reason that you 
should be frustrated by it as well: 
It’s just not big enough. 

Bike sharing has been a major 
success in cities around the world. 
Small European cities have shot up 
the bike-friendly rankings with 
widespread deployment of bike 
sharing stations, wherein you run 
your credit card, take a bike, and 
return it to any station you want. 

The problem with the San 
Francisco “pilot” program is that it 
will only have 700 bikes scattered 
over 70 stations, with 35 spots in 
the city and 35 along the Caltrain 
route south to Redwood City, Palo 
Alto, Mountain View, and San Jose. 
The pilot will begin this year, and 
will be run by Alta Bicycle Share, 
the same people who set up the 
bike-share programs in Washington 
D.C., Boston, Chattanooga, and 
Melbourne. Everyone from Sup. 
Scott Wiener to the area bike 
coalitions wants the program 
expanded. 

In order to be useful to a variety 
of users, there needs to be adequate 
market saturation. Bike sharing is 
ideal for eliminating the “last mile” 
problem, which leaves public 
transit users a considerable 
distance from their final 
destination. If the bike-sharing 
program puts people in the same 
situation, it’s hard to see the niche 
that it will fill. 

Is this going to be another bridge 
to nowhere, where there isn’t 
enough cash on hand to make 
infrastructure that actually works? 
Maybe. But just like the temporary 
lifting of the BART bike blackout, if 
everything goes right during this 
awkward growing phase, the Bay 
Area will probably be easier to 
navigate by bike soon.

uring an event at Davies Sym- 
phony Hall in San Francisco in 
early November, a presenter 
screened a short film about 
San Francisco’s fog. After the 
show concluded, before the sold-out 
crowd could even finish filing out of the 
auditorium, several people in the audience 
took to Twitter to tell the fog that it was 
featured in the show. And the fog, named 
Karl on Twitter, tweeted back, asking if 
the film was going to be available later for 
viewing. So while people have been calling 
out to the forces of nature for thousands of 
years, now they have the satisfaction of 
a response. 

In the city, more than 50 people have at 
some point “become” the Twitter 
embodiment of things such as the Bay 
Bridge (@SFBayBridge), sea gulls at AT&T 
Park (@ATTSeagull), and other well- 
known San Francisco landmarks, 
buildings, streets, places, and animals. It’s 
a fantasy world in which aspects of the 
city are brought to life at an intersection of 
psychology and technology. But across the 
board, the people who adopt these digital 
personas are serious about their secrecy. 
They want to erase any connection with 
their characters, perhaps so that others 
can better connect with them. 


na day in San Francisco when the 
O fog crawls over the city, the Twitter 

account for @Kar|TheFog will 
start getting tweets. Sometimes it’s just 
comments about the fog, sometimes it’s 
pictures and remarks about fog in other 
parts of the world. A ruined summer 
picnic is blamed simply on Karl, the name 
the account holder gave to the fog and the 
one that has stuck, creeping into the 
everyday language of San Franciscans. 
The name has grown popular enough that 
when Instagram instituted tagging of 
people in photos, a company blog post 
called out Karl the Fog as a “person” with 
an Instagram account who appears in 
photographs to be tagged. 

The person behind the fog account, 
who answered questions via email and 
requested anonymity (to the point of not 
even revealing a gender), says some 
inspiration for what eventually became 
Karl came from the fake BP public 
relations account that sprang up after the 
oil spill in the Gulf of Mexico in June 2010.

inspiration came after a bout of foggy 
weather. “Friends were whining about the 
most recent fogpocalypse and I was loving 
it. ... ’ve always thought of the fog as 
mysterious and romantic and looked 
forward to its arrival. Since everyone was 
complaining, I started thinking, ‘I wish the 
fog had a chance to defend itself,’ and 
that’s when I created the Twitter account.” 

@Kar|TheFog is one of the most active 
San Francisco “things” on social media, 
posting pointed commentary about the 
city’s weather to its 17,000 followers: 
“Yesterday you got sunburned. Tonight 
you’re bundled up in a hoodie. Welcome to 
San Francisco.” and retweets comments 
about the fog, or lack thereof. The fog also 
has an Instagram account, on which it 
posts and reposts photos of itself. 

Pamela Rutledge, the director of the 
Media Psychology Research Center and an 
adjunct faculty member at the 
Massachusetts School of Professional 
Psychology, says the creation of Twitter 
accounts for things like the fog is like a 
type of performance art, “not much 
different than other types of theater, or 
perhaps stand-up.” But the medium in 
which the characters are performing 
changes the interaction. “We don’t think 
it’s odd to find amusement in videos, 
comics, books, or magazines, but somehow 
Twitter seems different,” she says. “The 
biggest difference is that it is interactive 
and allows for participation by the 
audience and co-creation of new content 
to further the story along, should the 
landmark, object, or dubious celebrity 
choose to engage at that level.” 

In the case of the fog, Karl is a reference 
to the giant in the 2003 Tim Burton flick 
Big Fish, writes the account-holder. “Karl 
was the giant in town everyone was afraid 
of because they thought he would kill/eat 
them. Turns out he was just hungry and 
lonely.” In San Francisco, that giant is the 
fog. “Karl is a constant character in our 
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lives. ... Some people love how he keeps the 
city cool, others hate that we don’t get 
traditional summers. They spot him from 
all over S.F. and many people have choice 
words for his arrival. Everyone knows and 
sees the fog.” 


he initial burst in fake Twitter ac- 
T counts in San Francisco started in 

late 2009, with about a half-dozen 
characters, including a Muni train and a 
cable car, and hit a high in 2010 with two 
dozen accounts. But the drop-off rate for 
continual tweeting is steep, and of the 
more than 50 accounts have been created 
to represent things in the city, only a hand- 
ful continue to post on a daily basis. 

Fake accounts, of course, abound across 
Twitter. Famous examples include the 
cobra that escaped from the Bronx Zoo in 
March 2011, which exploded onto the 
scene with the simple message, “I want to 
thank those animals from the movie 
‘Madagascar. They were areal 
inspiration,” and the Big Bird account that 
popped up following a presidential 
campaign debate between Mitt Romney 
and Barack Obama, in which the former

firm Beevolve reports that the average 
Twitter user has 50 followers, and that 
many active Twitter users will garner 
several hundred followers after hundreds 
or thousands of tweets. But fake accounts 
can attract a huge following, like the Bronx 
Zoo’s Cobra, which had tens of thousands 
of followers immediately after news of the 
escape broke. The account still has more 
than 188,000 followers. While Justin 
Bieber and Lady Gaga both have more than 
33 million followers each, neither is (as of 
yet) pretending to be a snake. 

None of San Francisco’s fake Twitter 
accounts have garnered either the 
notoriety or the hundreds of thousands of 
followers of the Bronx Zoo’s Cobra, but 


they do attract loyal followers, especially 
when they consistently interact with those 
followers. 

Take for instance the Bay Bridge 
Twitter account @SFBayBridge, which is 
the most successful of the four accounts 
that tweets about the span. The 28-year- 
old man behind the account tweets an 
average of 12 times a day since the account 
started in 2010, according to 
howoftendoyoutweet.com — and also 
responds when other Twitter users 
mention the account. The @SFBayBridge 
account answered questions posed to it — 
“do bridges wank”? — and comments on 
recent events, as with the recent 
construction issues on the new eastern 
segment — “I wish this article wouldn’t say 
my broken bolts are ‘infected’ with 
hydrogen. Makes them sound like zombie 
bolts that could infect others.” There was a 
flurry of online activity when the bridge 
had its 75th anniversary in November, as 
well as during the launch of the Bay Lights 
project in March, in which artist Leo 
Villareal strung 25,000 LED lights across 
1.8 miles of the western span — interacting 
in the conversations and providing 
information about live-streaming the 
event and rain forecasts. 

The consistent tweeting and retweeting 
likely accounts for his more than 5,000 
followers, but it can be an all-consuming 
task. Many of the Twitter accounts for San 
Francisco places and things post as 
infrequently as every few weeks or 
months. But the man behind the Bay 
Bridge account says he feels a self-imposed 
need to tweet every day. Aside from the 
task of keeping up with any news about the 
bridge, the need to tweet has left him 
feeling anxious when he finds himself ina 
place without the Internet. On a trip to 
Yosemite last summer, he desperately 
sought out cellphone service in order to 
“squeeze in a few tweets in what would 
have otherwise been a pretty silent 
vacation.” The rest of his trip was “more 
relaxed after getting those tweets in.” 

Disappearing entirely into the 
character can present other problems. 
Additional stress, he says, comes from 
people expecting more from the Bay 
Bridge than he is able to answer. He says 
there is “an expectation that I know 
everything about the bridge, even things 
that there’s no way I can know... as an 
outsider.” Despite reading about the 
history of the span and keeping abreast of 
news, he acknowledges that there are 
things he cannot answer. “Of course, the 
bridge would know the exact details, 
but I can’t.” 


hat people expect him to know ev- 
T erything about the bridge likely 

comes from the misconception that 
it is associated with the bridge in a formal 
way — but also that people have projected 
a persona onto the structure. Rutledge says 
that the phenomenon of personification 
and anthropomorphism is common. “Hu- 
mans always project human qualities onto

Tracy Foose, an assistant clinical 
professor at UC San Francisco’s 
Department of Psychiatry, says that 
imposing a consciousness on things in the 
world around us helps to bring order to 
what is otherwise a very disorderly world. 
Foose, who is an anxiety expert, says the 
personification can be powerful and 
terrifying, as with people who are afraid of 
the ocean and fear it has an agenda 
against them. 

But the same personification that can 
lead to anxiety and fear can also be used as 
a way to keep our inner child alive, she 
says. Foose was struck by how “playful” 
and “creative” some of the Twitter 
accounts were, notably Karl the Fog. She 
related a story about her two young 
children and a game they play in the car, in 
which one child is the sun and the other is 
the fog and they speak to each other in 
character. This same personification, she 
says, also allows adults to perceive the 
world around them in a less objective way. 
It’s a childlike response we carry with us 
past childhood: Instead of the fog being 
caused by warm weather inland that draws 
sea moisture, it’s just “Karl coming to see 
the city.” When people extend this 
personification to the things around them, 
it helps to predict and control their 
everyday lives which, she says, is what 
humans are driven to do. “I see this as a 
way people bring order to the universe,” 
she says. 

An account for San Francisco’s waves — 
@Waves_SF — is another of these 
elemental forces given voice. For the 
woman who created the account, there is a 
kinship with the ocean and water. She surfs 
and works near the water, which brings her 
to spend “a lot of time paying attention to 
both what the ocean is doing and what’s 
going on in the city that’s related to our 
waterways.” 

The attribution of a persona to 
inanimate objects on social media may be 
new, but the concept itself stretches 
throughout human history. Before 
scientific explanations emerged for many 
occurrences — sunrise, volcanic eruptions, 
the oddities of human behavior — gods or 
spirits were assumed to be controlling 
them. This may explain the drive, on the 
one hand, to give voice to the waves, and, 
on the other, to honor the Bay Bridge’s 75th 
birthday with a photo of a cupcake. 

This latent animism inspired a San 
Francisco Giants season-ticket holder to 
start an account that anthropomorphizes 
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the seagulls that circle over the field during 
games at AT&T Park as @ATTSeagull. The 
birds had already spawned many news 
articles when, after the 2011 season and a 
conversation about fake Twitter accounts, 
the 33-year-old who runs @ATTSeagull 
decided he wanted “to give them an online 
personality and celebrate the character(s) 
around them.” The seagulls account, says 
the man behind the birds, who works in 
social media, is “a little something extra 
that enhances the experience of being a 
Giants fan.” The @ATTSeagull, which is 
the most popular of at least four accounts

networks, fan fiction was a small realm of 
the literary world that reached a limited 
audience. The Internet has since made it 
easier to find and disseminate fan fiction 
within online communities. Social media 
extends that connection, allowing people 
to have real-time conversations with these 
local gods. The more immediate interac- 
tions can create a visceral connection be- 
tween the fan and the character, which 
leads to further interactions, perpetuating 
the storytelling. The appeal of the Twitter 
characters, says Rutledge, seems to extend 
from its novelty, as the social network is

that have spawned from the ballpark birds, 
mixes comments about the games, Giants 
players, and an insatiable appetite for the 
park’s garlic fries. He even plays with 
perspective, and says one of his favorite 
tweets was done from a kayak in McCovey 
Cove, which “had a few fans confused that 
a seagull may actually be tweeting.”

Fan fiction — stories that emerge from 
popular characters by subsequent authors 
— stretches back to at least the 1800s, when 
Charles Dickens was serializing novels, she 
says. Before the Internet and social media

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just seven years old. “We are still at the 
shiny-penny stage of this stuff.” 

A key difference though between the 
writers of old and the Twitter characters 
now is the nature of the author. When 
previously, writers would slap their name 
(or a pen name) on a work, on Twitter, the 
authors tend to stay hidden behind the 
character, rarely revealing anything about 
themselves. 

The ease of creating a persona, and of 
staying anonymous behind it, is clearly 
appealing to the Twitter puppet-masters, 
to asurprising degree. Of the dozen or so 
Twitter accounts SF Weekly reached out to, 
only a handful replied. Of those, several did 
not want to answer any questions about 
why they set up the account nor offer any 
details on the day-to-day of being an 
embodiment of the city. Of the four people

who did agree to answer questions related 
to their accounts, none wanted their names 
or any identifying details revealed. 

But in addition to being guarded about 
divulging information to a journalist, the 
account-holders admitted to keeping their 
characters’ account private in some from 
their own friends and family, to varying 
degrees. 

The person behind Karl the Fog writes, 
“Tt’s mostly secret, but a few friends know. 
Everyone needs an editor.” The woman 
who runs @Waves_SF and the man behind 
the AT&T Park seagulls both say a circle of 
friends know they run the accounts. But 
the Bay Bridge account-holder says most 
people don’t know he’s behind the charac- 
ter. “I’ve told a few friends, but mostly ones 
that actually aren’t that involved in Twit- 
ter,” he says. There are people who follow 
him on his personal Twitter account and 
the Bay Bridge one “who don’t know that 
they’re both me.” 

Several of the people behind the ac- 
counts say the secrecy allows them to 
maintain the character. “Part of the fun of 
this is that it is a secret alter-ego,” says the 
Bay Bridge’s account-holder. The fun is in 
creating, maintaining, and growing this 
other persona. Everyone interviewed 
talked about developing back-stories, per- 
sonalities, and favorite foods. Staying hid- 
den behind the Twitter curtain has allowed 
them, over the course of months, years, and 
many, many tweets, to curate a character 
who is now alive and interacting with oth- 
ers, without shattering the illusion of, say, a 
conscious tidal pattern. 

Disguising the author plays into human 
psychological traits. “I also think the strict 
anonymity adds to the suspension of disbe- 
lief that a bridge really can tweet,” says the 
man behind the Bay Bridge account. 

It is that suspended disbelief, says UCSF 
psychiatry professor Foose, that allows hu- 
mans to enjoy things like art, movies, and 
other works of fiction. Without it, she says, 
people would look at the world in purely 
objective, scientific terms — a kind of meta- 
phoric atheism. Projecting consciousness 
on acity’s parts, telling stories about them, 
doesn’t obscure our perception of them so 
much as it allows us to internalize them, to 
connect with them. Maybe people have al- 
ways been talking to the fog, the birds and 
the water, but now they’re doing it together 
— and they’re getting a response. “As evi- 
dence that they are sharing it,” says Foose, 
“it shows they are doing a human thing.”

The “first true Hitchcock movie,” ac- 
cording to the man himself, was The 
Lodger, a fog-shrouded serial-killer 
thriller from 1926, but in retrospect 
all of the silents he cranked out at 
around that time seems highly 
Hitchcockian. Retrospect is clearer 
than ever thanks to new restorations 
of the whole batch, collectively The 
Hitchcock 9, now playing here cour- 
tesy of the San Francisco Silent Film 
Festival and going to show how 
much cinematic subtext the eventual 
master managed to articulate before 
movies even learned to talk.

Two world premieres and the protagonists we love to hate.

edea isn’t the kind of 
character who needs 
additional flaws heaped on. 
In fact, it’s a testament to 
Greek tragedy that 
Euripides, her most famous chronicler, 
made the mythological figure sympathetic 
at all. Rather than getting revenge on her 
cheatin’ husband Jason by killing him, she 
kills their children. That choice is what 
makes her story interesting, but it’s not 
going to get her a fan club any time soon. 

Yet playwright Marian Berges, in “recon- 
figuring” the myth as The Medea Hypothesis 
for Central Works, seems determined to 
make Medea even less endearing. Her anti- 
heroine Em (Jan Zvaifler) is no towering, 
dignified titan but a flighty, self-absorbed 
flibbertigibbet. She’s allegedly some kind of 
media mogul, but, never able to find things 
in her purse or remember whether she’s 
supposed to be recovering her daughter 
(Dakota Dry) from her husband or repelling 
her, she seems too incompetent to have ob- 
tained any kind of power. Even her assistant 
Ian (Cory Cenosoprano) belittles her, to 
which she can respond only with lines like, 
“Gimme my goddamn phone!” 

Zvaifler, who’s always an unflinching 
performer in the company’s snug venue in 
the Berkeley City Club, makes Medea’s 
famous act seem plausible — no small feat — 
but for the wrong reasons. She moves 
toward violence not out of a slowly building 
sense of purpose but out of sheer 
unpredictability. In each successive 
moment, she might as well commit one deed 
as any other. 

Berges’ play as a whole suffers from the 
same problem. Under the direction of Gary

Graves, it often doesn’t even feel like a play 
because it relies so heavily on video 
projection (by Pauline Luppert) to show the 
other side of Em’s copious video phone calls. 
While those projections often feature Joe 
Estlack, whose chameleon-like 
performance in multiple roles is one of the 
show’s chief pleasures, the enormous screen 
overshadows the live actors, reducing a 
venue that’s usually thrillingly intimate to 
two-dimensions. 


ver at the Cutting Ball Theater, play- 
Oo wright Andrew Saito’s Krispy Krit- 

ters in the Scarlett Night also strains 
empathy, but with characters who delight in 
the disgusting. In this world, the human 
body’s least pleasant needs, functions, and 
byproducts (some real, others Saito’s surreal 
invention) are a source not of shame but of 
celebration, probably because death some- 
how looms near for every character, be it Pap 
Pap (David Sinaiko), the wheelchair-bound 
veteran of dubious honor who saves the wa- 
ter that he’d cleaned his genitals with; or the 
pink-clad, eerily perky Nurse Candy (Maura 
Halloran), who’s “managed” her melanoma. 
This menagerie, under 
the fleet direction of Rob 
Melrose, trots out lines 
like, “That bastard let my 
twat rot” or “Well I’llbea 
festering pimple,” as if 
they’re talking about the 
weather. Drumhead (Wi- 
ley Naman Strasser), a 
mortician, leaps on to and 
passionately kneads the 
flesh of his corpses as if 
physical affection could 
bring them back to life. 
More egregiously, he ac- 
cepts the affection of 
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Jim Norrena 
Jan Zvaifler adapts one of Greek myth’s 
least likeable characters into a modern, 
and perhaps even less likeable, form. 


Snowflake (Mimu Tsujimura), the whore 
who loves him, so he can mirror it to Scarlett 
(Felecia Benefield), the one who doesn’t. 

Where Shakespeare found providence in 
the fall of a sparrow, Saito finds poetry in 
them, inspiring tenderness for images (often 
of critters) that would usually make stomachs 
curdle with disgust. While his Drumhead is 
often an abhorrent john, he’s also a naive, 
mordantly funny little boy. “Butterfingers, 
that’s me,” he says, accidentally breaking one 
of his corpse friends. “Brittle fingers, that’s 
you.” In Strasser’s animalistic portrayal, 
Drumhead unleashes his imagination with 
enough force to wipe the world clean of 
others’ associations. Yet in Drumhead’s 
exploitative quest for transcendent sex, he 
doesn’t see that his own rich consciousness 
can give him more pleasure than any earthly 
possession, as it has the power to make trash 
into treasure. 

If Saito’s play takes an unfortunate turn to- 
ward melodrama at the end, complete with an 
ailing grandmother (Marjorie Crump- 
Shears) and a large sum of money, it nonethe- 
less succeeds as poetry that lifts the lowdown 
so we can give it a fresh look.

n Zack Snyder’s annihilative, 97-per- 
cent-humorless Superman movie, 
Henry Cavill plays the strapping or- 
phan from another world, pursued to 
Earth by a eugenics-mad strongman 
played by Michael Shannon. This conflict is 
predicated on the good faith of a father 
played by Russell Crowe, which is person- 
ally compelling to a reporter played by Amy 
Adams. The title befits a film that seems like 
a tough alloy of pre-existing elements; 
mostly it’s a binge of blockbuster excess: 
Avatar-ish wonder-worlds infused with 
Dark Knight solemnity (Chris Nolan pro- 
duced and co-conceived this, and if ever the 
WGA lobbies for “story bloat by” credit, he 
will totally own that), plus a brief skulls- 
and-swing-sets vision of apocalypse 
straight out of the Terminator franchise. Oh 
hang on, is it actually called Man of Steel be- 
cause of how robotic Cavill is? Well, that’s 
not really his fault. In scenes stuffed either 
with lecture-like exposition or effects for 
their own sake (but dull either way), the 
movie lingers on Krypton only then to rush 
through Kansas. Fans may be divided on 
whether that’s a miscalculation, but at any 
rate Synder and Co. seem convinced that 
narrative economy means trotting out Di- 
ane Lane and Kevin Costner’s Ma and Pa 
Kent for a quick heartstring tug and then 
hurrying back to the bigger business of ex- 
pensively smashing stuff. An obnoxiously 
thud-intensive sound design only rein- 
forces the unfortunate implication that this 
Superman’s most formative heroic mo- 
ments are the sonic booms he creates when 
learning to fly.

Pandora’s Promise narrows the focus to 
one of the most hotly debated subjects: nu- 
clear power. Talking heads, including 
Whole Earth Catalog and Long Now Foun- 
dation founder Stewart Brand, journalist 
Gwyneth Cravens, and distractingly hunky 
Bon Iver fan Michael Shellenberg, discuss 
their evolutions away from what they now 
see as the knee-jerk anti-nuke position, 
one that not only conflates the dangers of 
nuclear power with nuclear weapons, but 
ignores data suggesting that nuclear power 
is safer and more practical than solar or 
wind power. (Anti-nuclear activists are 
even compared to climate change deniers, 
which seems a notch above comparing 
them to Hitler in this context.) In any 
other leftist documentary, famed anti-nu- 
clear activist Helen Caldicott might be one 
of the heroic interviewees lovingly photo- 
graphed as she gazes thoughtfully at the 
ocean, but here she’s the ideological villain 
caught off-guard by a hand-held camera, 
and edited to look ignorant. So while it 
makes a fairly convincing pro-nuclear ar- 
gument, especially during its globetrotting 
debunking of radiation fears — hey, ba- 
nanas are radioactive! — the most fascinat- 
ing thing about Pandora’s Promise may be 
what it reveals about the short half-lives of 
the reputations of people like Caldicott, if 
their opinions don’t change fast enough.

bunk-bed gossip. Cumulatively, this trilogy 
could not unfairly be called a bummer.

Becoming Traviata Here’s your chance to look behind 
the scenes of the 2011 Aix-en-Provence Festival 
production of Verdi’s La traviata. Not tops on the 
agenda? Havea go anyway. What director Philippe 
Béziat’s loose-limbed approach lacks in documen- 
tary rigor it makes up for in contagious affinity for 
this opera in particular, and creative collaboration 
in general. The film foregoes official introductions 
and other expository concerns, but as conductor 
Louis Langrée convincingly explains to his orchestra 
in one scene, information per se is less important 
here than the communication of passionate feeling. 
(Representative lyric: “Let’s drink to the shiver of 
delight that love ignites in us.”) Of the essence is a 
positively charged rapport between stage director 
Jean-Francois Sivadier and star soprano Natalie 
Dessay, who’s such an authentic performer that she’s 
evenariveting rehearser. Great moments occur inan 
otherwise banal backstage room, where Dessay can 
be glimpsed internalizing Sivadier’s down-to-earth 





direction and figuring out how she'll apply it. Indulg- 
ing the cinematic privileges of cutting and close-ups, 
Béziat also occasionally lets in situ dialogue go mum 
sO music may wash over whatever visuals are at 
hand. This shows a reasonable instinct to translate 
stage-bound material into the language of the film 
medium, but sometimes it also seems like simply a 
lack of imagination. Anyway, the material soars on 
its own. Non-initiates may be left wondering about 
the opera’s plot but hard-pressed to getits ebullient 
melodies out of their heads. (J.K.) 


Dirty Wars The truth will out, but the problem is that 


even when it does, there’s no guarantee that people 
will care. This is explored to some degree in Rick 
Rowley’s documentary Dirty Wars, which examines 
and occasionally re-creates investigative reporter 
Jeremy Scahill’s probes into America’s covert and 
not-so-covert wars in the Middle East over the 
past several years. Using both archival and new 
footage, Dirty Wars retells Scahill’s investigation 
of a night raid against an Afghan family (among 
the many signs that Afghanistan is still in the Third 
World is the fact that to watch videos of the raid’s 
aftermath on their smartphones, they have to use 
RealPlayer), and his subsequent media tour of the 
cable yak shows, in which doughy Republicans 
call hima liar to his face. The covert wars suddenly 
get a lot less covert after the assassination of Bin 
Laden, and the formerly secretive Joint Special 
Operations Command (JSOC) — responsible for 
so many of the atrocities he’s reported — become 
not only front-page news, but national heroes, to 
Scahill’s chagrin. Dirty Wars is also an examination 
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of the kind of personality who would put himself 
in harm’s way, as Scahill admits that ordinary life 
is too mundane for him, and however dangerous 
it is to investigate America’s misdeeds abroad, it’s 
never boring. (S.C.) 


The Guillotines This movie promises so much in the 


beginning! After a Star Wars-style opening crawl, 
we're treated toa nifty battle involving what we’re 
led to believe is the titular weapon: A flying disk 
which attaches itself to the victim’s neck and then 
decapitates them in a flurry of CGI, with countless 
pixels devoted to showing the inner workings of the 
device. It’s fun and gory and sets up expectations 
that the rest of the movie doesn’t really even try 
to live up to, instead concerning itself more with 
the drama and intrigue surrounding the now- 
disgraced assassins who use the weapon (the 
assassins themselves are the “Guillotines” of the 
title), and offering precious little guillotine-based 
head-choppin’ action, which really doesn’t seem 
like too much to ask from a movie called The Guil- 
lotines. Not that there isn’t plenty of other action, 
including plenty of non-guillotine beheadings and 
at least one solid throat-punch, and the image of 
dozens of cannonballs streaking across the sky in 
the guillotine-free final battle is quite lovely. But The 
Guillotines’ theme of older Chinese technologies be- 
ing replaced by newer British technology at the turn 
of the 19th century was explored with more panache 
and energy in the recent Jai Chi Hero, whichat least 
gave us a climax involving tai chi. (S.C) 


The East Inthe opening scenes of Zal Batmanglij’s The 


East, it’s established that protagonist Sarah Moss 
(co-screenwriter Brit Marling) is a devout Christian. 
But as the story unfolds and intelligence operative 
Sarah infiltrates a freegan eco-terrorist collective 
called The East, her Christianity is never again 
referenced, nor does it have any apparent influence 
onher thoughts or actions. It’s symptomatic of the 
movie as a whole, which is pretty to look at and 
moves along at a brisk pace, but full of loose ends 
and plot-driven improbabilities (why the telltale 
compass hanging from the mirror? So the story can 
move forward). The East’s tension evaporates by the 
second half, particularly as the secrecy and cult-like 
rituals of the collective that are so painstakingly set 
up in the first half are largely disregarded to make 
room for an obligatory love story between Sarah 
and group leader Benji (Alexander Skarsgard). The 
East does raise some valid moral questions about 
corporate responsibility (as well as the virtues of 
eating other people’s discarded apples) but the 
script feels a couple drafts shy of being ready to 
shoot. And for all its railing about justice, the fact 
that Ellen Page is relegated to asupporting role may 
be the greatest injustice of all. (S.C.) 


The Kings of Summer The exact origins of this feature 


debut from writer Chris Galletta and director Jordan 
Vogt-Roberts are unclear, but it sure captures the 
vibe of a promising short film awkwardly stretched 
to feature length through too many Sundance 
workshops and zealously music-supervised slo- 
mo scenes of teen boys at play in nature. At stake, 
at least theoretically, is the coming-of-age that 
occurs when three sweet young dudes — attrac- 
tive protagonist Joe (Nick Robinson), best friend 
Patrick (Gabriel Basso), and weirdo hanger-on 
Biaggio (Moises Arias) — run away from their glibly 
oppressive suburban Midwestern homes to builda 
makeshift house in the woods. A peculiar synthesis 
of Spielbergian sincerity and Andersonian indie quirk 
ensues, not wrongly presuming the common ground 
of adolescent-male wistfulness. The central trio is 
easy to like, but they could use a shapelier story or 
amore original narrative vision.

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Acker and Denisof will come across as very pretty 
but kind of bland — and, truth be told, they lack 
both the energy and the nerd-orgasm potential of 
Doctor Who’s David Tennant and Catherine Tate in 
the 2011 West End production, which is viewable 
online if you know where to look.

Set in a perpetually overcast 1993 Belfast, the film 
follows single mother Collette (Andrea Riseborough, 
refreshingly earthy after her sterile turn in Oblivion) 
as she’s reluctantly recruited by MIS spook Mac (Clive 
Owen) to spy on her hardliner IRA brothers. There are 
twists and intrigue a-plenty, particularly as the IRA 
honchos begin to realize there’s a tout (y’know —a 
mole, a squealer, a snitch) in their midst, and Mac 
realizes his boss (Gillian Anderson) might not have 
Collette’s best interests at heart. Though never ina 
winking or mocking way, Shadow Dancer is a kind 
of retro-techno thriller, showcasing everything that 
was state-of-the-art in the early 1990s, including a 
Windows 3.1, and the opening credits are typedina 
halting manner witha cursor as a Morse Code signal 
pings away in the background.

Wish You Were Here If Kieran Darcy-Smith’s Wish 
You Were Here is any indication, the fear of the dark- 
skinned Other taking advantage of innocent white 
tourists overseas is not astrictly American anxiety. 
Told partially in flashback, not-quite-happily married 
Australian couple Alice (Felicity Price) and Dave (Joel 
Edgerton) join Alice’s sister Teresa (Steph McKinney) 
onanimpromptu Cambodian pleasure trip with the 
mysterious Jeremy (Antony Starr), who disappears 
after a night of Ecstasy-fueled pandemonium. Their 
lives continue to fall apart back home in what feels

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of their teeth, making ita little harder to care about 
their troubles. For all the melodrama it piles on, 
Wish You Were Here might have been better served 
by going the L’avwventura or Picnic at Hanging Rock 
route and leaving the mystery of Starr’s disap- 
pearance unsolved, but instead opts for the What 
Really Happened reveal at the end, at which point 
the film descends into utter xenophobic hysteria. 
But it’s not unentertaining xenophobic hysteria, 
and the film’s overall message seems to be this: 
If you must take Ecstasy, don’t do it in Cambodia.

Harsh Dessert Conditions 


| ate the weirdest flavors of ice cream | could find 


SO you don't Nave to.

he summer 
months are upon 
us, even if farm- 
ers’ markets area 
more reliable in- 
dicator of season in this town 
than the weather report. And 
no matter how much fog rolls 
in over the next few months, 
summer means ice cream. San 
Francisco has no shortage of 
top-notch ice cream shops, 
featuring flavors made lov- 
ingly with the finest local, or- 
ganic ingredients. But as 
much as I appreciate TCHO 
chocolate and peak-of-season 
strawberry, I was more inter- 
ested in the weird flavors — 
the ones that don’t sound like 
they could possibly be any 
good. So I went on an epic ice 
cream binge to find out. 

I started at Humphry Slo- 
combe in the Mission, proba- 
bly the city’s best-known ice 
creamery outside of Bi-Rite 
(2790 Harrison, 550-6971, 
HumphrySlocombe.com). 
The small storefront is as fa- 
mous as much for the personality of owners 
Jake Godby and Sean Vahey as it is for Secret 
Breakfast, a brilliantly named and totally de- 
licious flavor made with corn flakes and a 
slug of bourbon. But I’ve never had a bad 
scoop there, so it was with great trust that I 
ordered the salt and pepper ice cream, figur- 
ing it couldn’t be that much different from 
the ubiquitous salted caramel. I was wrong. 
Imagine the coating on an order of salt-and- 
pepper crab at R & G Lounge, made over 
into a dessert. It was probably the closest my 
taste buds will ever come to a salt lick, and 
though it wasn’t entirely unpleasant, I 
couldn’t imagine a circumstance where a 
scoop wouldn’t leave me craving something 
more dessert-like. 

Looking for something a little less ad- 
vanced, I headed down Guerrero to the 
charmingly old-fashioned Mitchell’s, which 
has been an S.F. staple since 1952 (688 San 
Jose, 648-2300, MitchellsIceCream.com). 
Known for its tropical flavors, Mitchell’s 
claims to be the first to serve mango ice 
cream in the city. But its claim to ice cream 
exotica is avocado, a pale green ice cream the 
color of pistachio. Unsurprisingly, avocado 
ice cream tastes like a perfectly ripe avocado, 
like extra-smooth guacamole without the 
kick, and though it’s not at all sweet, the fruit 
is creamy enough to make it satisfying (it’s a 
popular flavor in Mexico and Asia). I also

sampled ube, purple yam, which started out 
as sweet and fresh as strawberry but settled 
into an appealing earthy flavor. 

Next stop: the Dogpatch, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Miscellaneous (699 22nd, 970-0750). The 
quirky shop, run by husband-and-wife team 
Ian Flores and Annabelle Topacio, has rotat- 
ing flavors like candied violet, ghost pepper, 
and Ballpark (Anchor Steam porter with pea- 
nuts and chocolate-covered pretzels). But the 
day I visited the offerings were more pedes- 
trian. Pink Squirrel had an intriguing name 
but turned out to be a fairly standard almond 
ice cream reminiscent of marzipan, but the 
green tea and calamansi lime was a revela- 
tion. The two flavors aren’t traditionally seen 
together, but proved to be an inspired duo — 
the dull woodsiness of green tea was enliv- 
ened with the bright tartness of the exotic 
citrus. By this point I was in danger of slip- 
ping into a dairy/sugar coma, but the combi- 
nation was so interesting that I couldn’t stop 
myself from eating the whole scoop.

manner of Asian-influenced flavors (327 
Bay, 399-9694, DeliseSF.com). I was there 
for the pesto ice cream, something of a local 
legend, but was disappointed to find it was 
sold out. So I settled for the traffic-cone-or- 
ange Thai iced tea, which had a dusky 
smoothness, and a scoop of spicy chocolate 
sorbet whose sharp spice kicked in after the 
initial, intense burst of chocolate faded. 

Over in the “cargo-tecture” Proxy project 
in Hayes Valley, Smitten Ice Cream’s (432 Oc- 
tavia, 863-1518, SmittenIceCream.com) well- 
crafted, daily-changing flavors usually skew 
toward the chocolate-vanilla-salted-caramel 
triad, but the ice cream shop has a built-in 
gimmick: Machines patented under the 
name “Brrr” use liquid nitrogen to transform 
scoops from liquid to frozen form in 60 sec- 
onds, resulting in intensely creamy ice cream 
with smaller ice crystals than the normal 
churn ’n’ freeze methods. I ordered olive oil, 
which was grassy, herbal, and tasted exactly 
like drinking the stuff — not necessarily a bad 
thing, as anyone who’s been to an olive oil 
tasting can attest. I wasn’t too sold on the tex- 
ture, though, which left a slick of oil in my 
mouth, or the lavender shortbread bits mixed 
in, which tasted, as so many lavender pastries 
do, like eating bits of potpourri.

Emboldened, I set out to my final destina- 
tion: the foggy avenues of the outer Sunset 
and Polly Ann (3138 Noriega, 664-2472, Polly- 
Ann.com), the storied home of the ice cream 
wheel that you can spin to randomly choose 
one of nearly 50 flavors that range from con- 
ventional to adventurous (red bean, durian). 
When I ordered a cup of durian, the Asian 
woman behind the counter asked twice if I 
knew what I was getting myself into, then 
shook her head in an I tried to warn you way 
and headed to the back to get me the scoop. 
All of the other flavors are kept in the front 
case, and when she handed me the cup of 
neon-yellow durian I understood why it was 
quarantined — the fruit’s rotten, garbage-y 
smell was overpowering even from a few 
paces away. Durian is so strong it’s banned in 
certain public areas in Southeast Asia, and 
though I’ve been told its unique flavor is an 
acquired taste, I’ve never been sure why 
you’d ever want to acquire it. The flavor is 
somewhere on the spectrum between rotting 
flesh and sweaty socks; one bite was enough 
to activate my gag reflex, and I was glad I’d 
gotten a scoop of the sweet, lightly floral hon- 
eydew to act as a chaser. 

Then again, I wasn’t sure what I ex- 
pected. The great pleasure of high-quality 
ice cream is that it tastes purely like the in- 
gredients it’s made from. When they’re 
good, unusual ice creams highlight flavors 
you’d never expect to find in dessert, or to- 
gether. When they’re not, you only have 
yourself to blame for not ordering some- 
thing more vanilla.

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Yet Another Reason 
to Move to Oakland

e haven’t met anyone yet who 
doesn’t love Miss Ollie’s. And we 
mean, love. A random poll in our 


living room brought hands to hearts and lots 
of cooing, as if we’d placed a puppy in the cen- 
ter of the room. It’s more than the food that 
makes this kind of thing happen — there’s an 
abstract soulfulness to Miss Ollie’s that people 
like to try and pin down, but end up flocking 
there instead like moths to an oil lamp ona 
hot Caribbean night. The food is unequivo- 
cally good, and the vibe is intoxicatingly jovial. 
It’s bright and warm, a Technicolor dreams- 
cape of turquoise tin, bright peppers, and vin- 
tage barber ads. Oakland’s jolly oasis. 
Somehow, it makes you feel familiar without 
being anything like the home you grew up in. 
Part of that is the chef at the helm, Sarah 
Kirnon, a gentle but commanding force of 
nature, who’s often the one delivering 
mounds of plantains to your table, and often 
the one you hear about when you talk to 
people who’ve eaten there. Impressions are 
variations on “she’s just, like, the coolest.” 
And really, she is. The kind of woman who, 
upon meeting you for just a minute, con- 











vinces you that you’d be invincible if she had 
been your mother. 

Eating here is easy. The menu is short, and 
the things you’ve never heard of are usually 
Jamaican fruits or Haitian slaws or some 
kind of Caribbean greens that are probably 
crunchy or sweet or pickled and satiating in a 
happy, primal way. It’s a right of passage at 
Miss Ollie’s to try the fried chicken. It’s so 
very tender, skillet-fried in rice oil, sealing in 
the juiciness and keeping greasiness to a min- 
imum. The chickens are Halal — raised and 
humanely “drained” under Muslim law, 
which prolongs the chicken’s shelf life to a 
few days. There is another secret. Kirnon 
stuffs a mix that includes marjoram, oregano, 
thyme, allspice, nutmeg, and vinegar — which 
she calls, finger-quoting the air, “seasoning”

Trust us: Get the saltfish and ackee. 


— under the skin. The allspice rounds it out, 
the vinegar adds an addictive kick. Plus 
there’s a side of carrot slaw with big, golden 
raisins, and a standard potato salad. 

If it’s on the menu, get the saltfish and 
ackee. Ackee is a sweet, silky apple-like fruit 
Kirnon imports from Jamaica, and the salt- 
fish is a salted, pulled cod. The dish is freck- 
led with scotch bonnets and a whopping 
helping of fried plantains. It’s sweet and salty 
in the right proportions, but how spicy it is 
seems to vary depending on the day. Other 
honorable mentions include the slow-cooked 
pork, a sweet and meaty bow] with red beans 
and disks of fried plantains.

You'll want to try the “Time for Soca” 
cocktail too, a jazzy mix of thyme-infused 
pineapple and rum, warmed up with cinna- 
mon. Happily, Linden Street Brewery is do- 
ing a swell job with Kirnon’s father’s ginger 
beer recipe. It’s warm, spicy, and not too 
sweet. Get it straight up or as a shandy, which 
I'll be going back for this afternoon. Desserts 
change, but if the blueberry pie is any indica- 
tor, you’re in for some down-home, comfy 
goodness. Then again, that’s what you’re al- 
ways going to get here.

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Solo Trip 


John Vanaderslice lost his wife, his label, and his sanity. He saved himself 


making Dagger Beacn.

iny Telephone Studios is basi- 
cally a functional shrine to vin- 
tage recording inside a 
warehouse at the end of a small 
Mission street. It’s in the middle 
of the city, between Potrero Del Sol Park and 
the 101 freeway, but it feels isolated and 
slightly surreal: a labyrinth of inviting spaces 
filled with beloved old music machines. Ona 
recent weekday morning, John Vanderslice, 
the 46-year-old indie singer-songwriter who 
owns the place, sits on a vintage sofa inside 
one of the side rooms — high blue walls cov- 
ered in framed pictures, a dangling sousa- 
phone that’s been converted into a ceiling 
lamp — and recalls the day his heart broke. 

As Vanderslice tells it, he was returning 
home, exhausted and uninspired, froma 
grueling European tour. His wife of six 
years, who is also the studio’s accountant, 
picked him up from the airport. Then she 
announced that she was leaving him. “It was 
the most stunning news I’ve ever heard in 
my life,” Vanderslice says, with a wincing 
laugh. “I had never felt like I had so little 
power in what happened in my life. 

I just — I don’t know, I fell apart.” 

He pretty much went crazy. Vanderslice 
started isolating himself in the remote wil- 
derness, despite the not-inconsiderable 
problem that it completely terrified him. He 
quit Dead Oceans, his record label, because 
he knew the reasonable people there 
wouldn’t wouldn’t let him release the kind of 
record he was making. He

who owns one of the city’s best recording 
studios — you won’t find many pretty ve- 
neers in it.

“Harlequin Press” is 
one of the album’s most fully fleshed-out 
narratives, and the song Vanderslice brings 
up most in conversation — a tale of love and 
ambition told in just seven two-line verses.

songs brim with great lines: “Your switch- 
blade fell and hit the light/massacres are 
disguised as battles all the time.” 

Sometimes Vanderslice can be too vague 
and/or oblique for his listeners’ good. You 
get the sense that some of these songs are in- 
side jokes or confessionals between himself 
and maybe a few others, with lyrics impossi- 
ble for an outsider to parse. Asked about the 
wordless “Song for the Landlords of Tiny 
Telephone,” Vanderslice seems glad some- 
one got the punchline. “That’s it — it’s in- 
strumental,” he says, just as his landlords 
have been to the studio. 

So Dagger Beach is engrossing but also 
difficult and flawed, and Vanderslice knows 
that. He doesn’t mind. Its primary utility 
was to Vanderslice himself, a bulwark 
against total insanity, a collection jar for the 
thoughts he had as he hiked for long days in 
the woods and tried to reassemble himself. 
After a handful of solo trips, walking around 
the woods of Northern California, Vander- 
slice came to love that experience, and need 
it. He hiked the Lost Coast. He hiked all the 
trails in Point Reyes. And one day, stoned 
and listening to Radiohead on a beach there, 
John Vanderslice watched the winter sun 
set and realized that he felt better. “I was 
such a pro at being alone, such a pro at being 
in that situation,” he says. “By the end I real- 
ized that I’m probably going to break some- 
one else’s heart, or someone is going to 
break my heart.... And you’re going to sur- 
vive. You are going to find a way out of it.”

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Funk the Rules 


Ninja Tune’s forwara- 
thinking beatmakers pack 
1015 Folsom.

ith the rate at which phrases 
like “cutting-edge” and 
“forward-thinking” are thrown 


around these days, you’d imagine that 
dance music would be more innovative. 
But that’s not the case: Instead, much of 
the beat-based avant-garde has shown a 
rigid adherence to the constraints of bass 
music, a U.K. import with roots in drum ’n’ 
bass, dubstep, and two-step garage. It’s not 
that these sounds weren’t novel when they 
first appeared — three years ago they cut a 
unique alternative to the club culture of the 
moment. But now bass music is about as 
groundbreaking as any other standardized 
form, with its own set of rules that are 
rarely broken: tempos of 130 BPM or more, 
digitally pitch-bent R&B and rap vocal 
samples, and a general aversion to four-to- 
the-floor straightforwardness learned from 
producers like J Dilla and Flying Lotus. Yet 
beneath this toe-the-line attitude, there are 
still artists attempting to do something

new. This Saturday, long-established 
London-based experimental label Ninja 
Tune is taking over 1015 Folsom to 
showcase a few of these individuals. 

One producer who could never stand 
accused of complacency is Actress, aka 
Darren Cunningham. Since arriving on the 
scene in early 2004, his myriad produc- 
tions have done a lot to broaden minds 
while simultaneously moving bodies. This 
can be heard on his most recent two al- 
bums, Splazsh and R.I_P., which carve an in- 
teresting line through various forms of 
electronic dance music while sounding 
nothing like what’s come before. His sonic 
aesthetic consists of guttural frequencies, 
bleeping machine noises, and stoned 
white-noise textures inspired by the philo- 
sophical themes of books like Milton’s Par- 
adise Lost. So far, each of his releases has 
defied expectations, setting a new bar for 
what constitutes avant-garde dance music. 


Like the rest of Friday’s headliners, he’ll 
perform live, offering listeners a visceral 
peek into his creative process. 

Also on deck for the main stage is New 
Yorker FaltyDL (aka Drew Lustman), a 
producer who’s built a career on the fringes 
of bass music. While perhaps not as out- 
there as Cunningham, his club-focused 
sounds make something new by combining 
the grit and hustle of underground Amer- 
ica with a stylistic freedom that pulls liber- 
ally from the obscure side of U.K. dance 
culture. Hardcourage, his latest album, is an 
open exploration of the new; it sounds like 
Four Tet heard through the prism of life in 
the Big Apple. His live performance will 
follow that of upstart Briton Slugabed, who 
approaches the skittering rhythms of trap 
from the outsider’s perspective of London. 
Adding further muscle to the whole thing 
is acohort of local selectors who'll be spin- 
ning a variety of futurist sounds in the 
club’s labyrinth of rooms.

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Pretty Populism 


Legs imbue lowbrow 
pop with an art-school 
sensibility.

he cover of Legs’ debut album, Pass the 
: Ringo, is a photograph of food compost 

on a pristine plate with a solid blue 
background. The image applies art photogra- 
phy composition to a distinctly low subject: 
garbage. It’s a useful metaphor for group 
leader Jeffrey Harland’s ramshackle ap- 
proach. Pop music is traditionally an expend- 
able form, subject to the whims and fancies of 
a fickle mass audience — and for him, that’s 
exactly the appeal. “I’ve always been drawn to 
populist art,” he says. But in the same breath, 
Harland declares that “[Henri| Matisse’s pa- 
per cutouts would make good pop songs.” He 
claims pop music is more important than con- 
temporary painting, but then uses high-art 
rhetoric to describe his songwriting. 

The band members appreciate the pop 
maxim that a hook is only as good as the ac- 
companying instruments allow it to be — and 
Pass the Ringo is a triumph of nuanced song- 
writing. Lead single “Two Colours” features 
vocalist Amelia Adams, who sings, “I could 
sleep all day/drinking black and grey,” sound- 
ing calm and acutely in tune with the sur- 
rounding world. Her delivery is engrossing: 
She understates the verses, drawing listeners 
in, but bursts into elation during the choruses. 
The guitars pause in anticipation, as Matt Bul- 
limore removes all but the most evocative 
notes from his lead. 

Harland’s art school education informs the 
methods he uses to construct songs and write 
lyrics. His vocals carry a vaguely foreign in- 
flection, and “Two Colours” uses the chiefly 
British spelling. He wanted to mimic the am- 
biguous continental accent used by antago- 
nists in film, but change its implication to 
positivity and calm. “I like to obfuscate my 
thoughts in an artful way ... like how squinting 
changes the way you see things,” he explains. 
Harland isn’t pretentious, but details the writ- 
ing process like a learned visual artist de- 
fected to the lower form of pop. Of album 
highlight “Rounded Edges,” he says, “[It| 
came out of me looking at longitude and lati- 
tude lines and thinking... that any straight line 
I draw on my kitchen table might be imper- 
ceptibly curved.” The song, like most of Pass 
the Ringo, conveys Harland’s amazement 
with mundane details of the world. For him, 
lines on a table represent the subjectivity of 
perception. He’s just transposed to song what 
he once explored on a canvas. 
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Most unsolicited demos get ignored. 
Legs’ demo got the band a spot on Loglady 
Records. 










Harland met guitarist Matt Bullimore in a 
Safeway parking lot in Oakland in 2000. They 
discussed Weezer, and Harland gave Bulli- 
more a CD-R of unreleased demos for the 
band’s self-titled Green Album. Before file- 
sharing ubiquity, when CD-burning software 
was scarce, Harland’s gesture was a leap of 
faith. A CD-R cost $5 then, and the two re- 
member it now as an investment in the friend- 
ship. Their initial bond was fandom — but 
Harland and Bullimore shifted their shared 
enthusiasm to a creative outlet, and eventu- 
ally founded Legs. 

The band self-released two digital EPs in 
2011 and 2012. “We had no clue what we were 
doing,” says Harland, who was still learning 
guitar. They toiled with home recording to- 
gether as eager beginners. For Pass the Ringo, 
released in April on local imprint Loglady, the 
duo sent over 100 unsolicited CD-Rs to record 
labels they respected, each with a unique, 
handwritten note about signees they admired. 
Most record labels don’t accept unsolicited 
demos, and the ones that do often consider it a 
bothersome and outdated practice that hardly 
ever yields results. Pass the Ringo is a gleam- 
ing exception. Given the debut’s warm critical 
reception, which saw music videos and inter- 
views premiering on major websites, the 
small label’s risk was worthwhile. 

Listening to Pass the Ringo, it’s easy to note 
the bedroom melancholy of 1980s English 
pop groups like Television Personalities. The 
stable of idiosyncratic 1980s New Zealand 
bands on the venerable Flying Nun imprint is 
also aclear influence. But Harland and Bulli- 
more appropriate the signature guitar inter- 
play and introspection of groups like the Bats 
for their own ends. They don’t just rehash the 
instrumental style, but honor their forerun- 
ners’ insistence on restraint in songwriting, 
the idea that not all empty space in asong 
must be filled and busied. 

Harland and Bullimore united over fan- 
dom to create music in the distinctive pop 
canon they love. They are fans foremost, na- 
ively self-recording and submitting demos — 
but fans who nonetheless made an 
undeniably infectious album that continues to 
build interest. As Harland and Bullimore did 
in 2000 for Weezer, it’s easy to imagine others 
clamoring for bootlegged demos from Legs — 
then starting their own band.

For an MC so loaded with technique and 
bright ideas, Pharoahe Monch has had a 
really rocky run.

Traumatic Stress Disorder), a forthcoming 
aloum that’s already been delayed once.
